Who paid tithes? When? Why? 
Are We to give tithes today? Why? 


HE first cne we have any direct rec- 
"Wes of giving tithes was faithful Abra- 
ham. When Lot, who was his nephew, was 
captured, when the four kings came 
against the five kings of Sodom and Gvo- 
morrah and the cities thereabout, Abra- 
ham took three hundred and _ eighteen 
trained servants of his own house and 
pursued them to Dan (Gen. 14:14) and 
God gave to him the victory. On his re- 
turn the king of Sodom met him, and 
Melchizedec, king of Salem, brought 
forth bread and wine and blessed him. 
Gen. 14:17-20. After he paid his rent, 
grocery bill, coal bill, car note, gas bill, 
and a few other little things, then ne 
gave his tithes. (This is comparative of 
today). No! He gave tithes of all first. 

Some people don’t give tithes because 
they say it was only an ordinance under 
the law. Others don’t pay tithes because 
they say they don’t believe in just giv- 
ing the tenth but all, but I have noticed 
particularly that those who believe (or 
pretend to) in giving all don’t give any- 
thing at all to God’s cause. 

I am taking pleasure, with the Bible as 
the authority, to say just here, that Abra- 
ham did not give tithcs because it was 
an ordinance of the law and because he 
was forced by the same, for he paid his 
tithes from four hundred thirty years 19 
four hundred fifty years before the law 
was even given. Why did he give tithes 
then? First, because God had honored 
hima and in return he felt it was his duty 
and privilege to honor the Lord with his 
substance and not because the law said 
to. Prov. 3:9, 10, “Honour the Lord with 
thy substance, and with the firstfruits of 
all thine increase: So shall thy barns oe 
filled with plenty, and thy presses shall 
burst out with new wine.” Second, be- 
cause he being the father of all the chil- 
dren of faith (Rom. 4:11), might be the 
father of all them that believe Gal. 3:7, 
“Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children 
of Abraham.” And if we are a child of 
God today we are of faith. Rom. 5:1. 


“Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God,” 


so being our fa-

ther he desired to leave his footprints 
so plain on the shores of time that we 
as his children might follow in his steps 
Are we as his children supposed to follow 
in his footsteps today? Rom. 4:12, “And 
the father of circumcision to them who 
are not of the circumcision only, but who 
also walk in the STEPS of that faith of 
our father Abraham,” so we see it is for 
us to follow in his steps today. 

We see in the eigthth chapter of St. 
John where some Jews claimed Abraham 
as their father, but in return Jesus told 
them if they were the children of Abra- 
ham they would do the works of Abra- 
ham. Truly to be a child of Abraham we 
must do his works which include tithing, 
and by so doing we honor the Lord with 
our substance, keep a curse away, and 
send the gospel to the unconverted. 

We see Jacob, Abraham’s’ grandson, 
who also lived before the Lord, who fur 
his pillows chose some stones (plural) 
later in the same chapter referred to 2s 
the stone (singular), which was a typ: 
of Jesus, the cornerstone. Eph. 2:20. 
Again in the same chapter the pillows are 
referred to as a pillar in the’ singular, 
which was a type of the Church of God, 
which is the pillar and ground of the 
truth. 

Paul referring to the Church in 1 Tim. 
3:15 said it was the pillar, and this pil- 
lar, if you notice, is spelled just the same 
as the one in Genesis after it was con- 
verted from pillows to a pillar. Then he 
(Jacob) anointed the pillar with oil, sig 
nifying how the good Holy Ghost wou'd 
be poured out on the Church in days io 
come. And to complete this wonderful 
shadow he made a vow to God (oh, that 
we would keep our vows), saying if God 
would be with him in the way he went, 
and give him food and raiment, and 
bring him back to his father’s house in 
peace (not let Esau kill him), then he 
said, “This stone shall be (future tense) 
God’s house.” (We remember Paul refe:- 
ing to God’s house, called it the Chure): 
of the living God, 1 Tim. 3:15). And 
Jacob said, “I will surely give the tenth 
unto thee.” So it is plain to be seen that 


this occurrence Was a type of the Church 
to come, and we should surely give the 
tenth into the Church which is God's 
house, for Jacob knew that God’s house 
would need that much to, support it. Gen. 
28:11-12. Let us as Abraham’s children 
be b-ave and faithful and support it with 
our tenth. 

Now turning to Num. 18:20-24 we sve 
where the Levites were to have no pait 
in the inheritance, but thank God, He did 
say He would give them all the tenth 
of Israel for their service. It seems from 
this scripture God was hiring the Levites. 
It’s true He did, and so did Jesus hire 
His disciples. Luke 10:7; 1 Tim. 5:17-18. 
When Jesus sent forth other seventy: dis- 
ciples He plainly told them that the ]a- 
borer was worthy of his hire. 

How long was this ordinance to last 
for the Levitcs to have no part, but the 
tenth? He plainly stated in the 23rd 
verse of Num. 18 that it was to be .a 
statute forever; and say, that holds good 
even today. Generally you can take for a 
text, for instance, St. John 14:16, where 
Jesus said He would send another Com- 
forter that He may abide with you for- 
ever, and did not say it shall abide -for- 
ever, as did God about the tenth, but 
rather on conditions, and the people will 
shout the preacher down. But you select 
Num. 18:20, “And this shall be a statute 
forever,” and they will dry up-:and die 
as dead as four o’clock in the morning. 
They say all that was under the law. If 
that be true, it does not differ. This stat- 
ute was to last forever, throughout your 
generations. But some will say, “We are 
not Jews, therefore we do not belong to 
their generations.” We must remember 
tho’ that we are the children of Abraham 
by faith. Gal. 3:7. 

Let us notice how Paul in his teachings 
connects up the ordinance of the law with 
this dispensation. 1 Cor. 9; beginning 
with the 7th verse, “Who goeth a war- 
fare any time at his own charges?” No 
war commander will go to war at his 
own charge (expenses), neither is it ex- 
pected of them, and say, the ministry is in 
a great warfare now, endure hardness as 
a good soldier. 2 Tim. 2:3. But yet some 
folks will say, “Let the preacher pay his 
own expenses.” If not in words, they do 
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in conduct. 

God has provided a plan if the people 
will adhere to it. What did Paul say of 
this? 1 Cor. 9:14, “Even so hath the 
Lord ordained that they which preach the 
gospel should live of the gospel.’”’ When 
and what did the Lord ordain for the 
ministry? The tenth of course, which was 
to be a statute forever. No freewill offer- 
ings have ever been ordained, but the 
tenth has. People will howl that this was 
under the law, but just the same, Paul 
taught it in the grace dispensation. In the 
same chapter Paul states in vv. 8, 9, 
“Say I these things as a man? or saith 
not the law the same also? For it is writ- 

_ ten in the law of Moses, Thou shalt not 
muzzle the mouth of the ox that treadeth 
out the corn. Doth God take care for oxen 
(preachers) ?” In the 10th verse Paul 
plainly states, “Or saith he it altogether 
for our (preachers’) sake?” For our sakes, 
no doubt, this is written.’ And where was 
it written? In the law of Moses as a stat- 
ute. Again Paul states in V. 7, “Who 
planteth a vineyard, and eateth not of 
the fruit thereof?” Now what is the 
thought of this. It is that those who 
plant and dress a vineyard are tw sub- 
sist from the fruit of the vineyard, or by 
the tithes and offerings. The gospel field 
is called a vineyard. Again Paul says, 
“Who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock?” What is the in- 
ference here? It is for the minister t? 
feed the flock and in return the flock is 
to feed him. The flock applies to the 
Church of God. The minister is the shep- 
herd. Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God.” 

If ye have sown spiritual things 
(preaching the gospel), it is a great 
thing if ye reap your carnal things, or in 
other words, the minister is to reap the 
carnal (livelihood) things as a natural 
resource. 

There is a great lesson to be had from 
Neh. 13:10-12. Nehemiah said he perceived 
that the portions (tithes) of the Levites 
had not been given them, for the Levites 
and singers who did the work were fled 
every one to his field. Now comes the 
thought, What was their portion? The 
tenth, which had been ordained as a stat- 
ute forever. What was the result of 
them not getting their portion? They were 
compelled to return to the field for a 
livelihood because Israel failed to obey 
God’s plan—tithing—therefore, the good 
house of God was forsaken, and sad to 
say, just so the house of God today is be- 
ing forsaken because so-called Christians 
do not obey God’s Word, and yet they 
think they will be in the rapture. Matt. 
7:21, “Not every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.” Dear reader, just as sure as 
we have the Bible, it is God’s will for 
us to give tithes. 

Did God rebuke the Levites for return- 
ing to the fields? No, not one time, but 
rather rebuked Judah for not bringing 
the tithes into the treasury. He contended 
with them and set them in their places, 
therefore they were out of order. We are 
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told in 1 Cor. 14:40, “Let all things be 
done decently and in order,” and when 
they got in order the tithes came into 
the treasury and the Levites were de- 
cently cared for. 

Now we come to the third chapter of 
Malachai, which is a masterpiece on 
tithes and offerings. Some may say that 
this chapter has no reference to us to- 
day. Let us notice in particular that the 
first verse says, “Behold, I will (future 
tense) send my messenger, and he shall 
prepare the way before me.” This proph- 
ecy has direct reference to John the Bap- 
tist. Let us compare Mal. 3:1 with Matt. 
11:10, 11. “For this is he, of whom ‘it is 
written, Behold, I send my messenger be- 
fore thy face,” V. 10. “Verily I say unto 
you, Among them that are born of wo 
men there hath not risen a greater than 
John the Baptist,” V. 11. So it is a proven 
fact that Malachi was speaking concern- 
ing John. Then next Malachi speaks of 
the Lerd coming to His temple, which 
no doubt has reference to His incarna- 
tion in His earthly temple or body. Thea 
he speaks of Him coming as a refiner’s 
fire. Now let us notice 2 Thess. 1:7, 8 in 
comparison with this, “When the Lord 
Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with 
his mighty angels, in flaming fire taxing 
vengeance on them that know not God.” 
Also he said, “Who shall stand when he 
appeareth (cometh).” Now let us notice 
in connection with this, Rev. 6:17. “For 
the great day of his wrath is come; and 
who shall be able to stand?” At the con- 
clusion of this same chapter, Malachi 
speaks of those who had done certain 
things, who will be the Lord’s when He 
makes up His jewels (rapture). V. 17. 
So this chapter is evidently for us and to 
us, and V. 7 says, “Even from the days 
of your fathers ye are gone away from 
mine ordinances (which were to last 
forever), and have not kept them. Return 
unto me and I will return unto you.” 
But in answer they said, “Wherein shall 
we return?’ No doubt they had done 
other things toward serving God but 
failed to give tithes and offerings. They 
said in return, “Why, just this? Not giv- 
ing tithes and offerings wouldn’t cause 
us to be backslidden.” Then God said 
back to them, “Will a man rob God?” 
“he thought is will a man rob God and 
yel claim victory? Yet some claim it but 
dcn’t give tithes but claim it all. You 
who have stopped paying tithes, return 
to the Lord; and you who have never be- 
gun, come to God’s Word and obey it in 
tithing so you may have part in the rap- 
ture. 

“Will a man rob God? Yet ye have rob- 
bed me. But ye say, Wherein have we rob- 
hea thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye are 
cursed with a curse: for ye have robbed 
me, even this whole nation. Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse, that there 
may be meat in mine house, and prove 
me now herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that 
there shall not be room enough to receive 
it.’ Now the blessing comes thru the 
ministry as much or more than any other 
way. When the preacher is getting a sup- 
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port and has time to prepare himself 
thru prayer and studying his Bible, then 
he comes to the pulpit with victory, and 
as he is preaching the Word with glory 
the power will fall, and oh, what a time, 
all the blessings can’t be received. Other- 
wise the preacher will come to the pulpit 
with a long face and a sad countenance, 
and as he endeavors to struggle thru, his 
congregation will become restless, looking 
at their watches, etc., and at last will say 
one to another, “We need a new pastor.” 
Yes, and by all means he needs a new 
congregation that will give their tithes, 
that there may be meat in his house for 
him and his family. 


In Heb. 7 Paul speaks of how Abra- 
ham gave the tenth of all, and also speaks 
of how the Levitical priesthood was com- 
manded to take tithes. In V. 8 he said, 
“And here men that die receive tithes,” 
having reference to the priesthood. In 
the remaining part of the verse he said, 
“But there he receiveth them (speaking 
of future tense), of whom it is witnessed 
that he liveth” (and Christ is the one 
that liveth and has the witness). Rev. 
1:18, “I am he that liveth, and was dead; 
and, behold, I am alive for evermore.” So 
according to Heb. 7:8, we are to give 
tithes to Christ. Some one would say, How 
can we give tithes to Christ? Pay them 
in the Church, which is His body, for we 
make the body. 1 Cor. 12:27. When the 
nations wanted to know of Christ when 
they had given to Him in Matt. 25:40, 
He said to them, “Inasmuch as ye Have 
done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me,” and 
again “If ye give a disciple a cup of cold 
water in the name of a disciple, ye shall 
receive the reward of a disciple.” Dear 
reader, how much more, if you give him 
your tithes to support him to preach the 
gospel to the poor man who is on his 
way to hell? 


Luke 11:42, “But woe unto you, Phari- 
sees, for ye tithe mint and rue and all 
manner of herbs, and pass over judg- 
ment and the love of God: these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the 
other undone.” Did Christ rebuke them 
for giving tithes? Not one time, but rath- 
er said to them, “Ye ought to have done 
this, pay your tithes, but not leave off 
anything else.” Some one will say, “Oh, 
He was speaking to the Pharisees and 
not to us.” All right. Matt. 5:20, “For I 
say unto you, that except your righteous- 
ness shall exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” And 
to be sure to exceed, let us do what the 


Pharisees did and the things they left off 
then we are safe in the matter. 


Lev. 27:30, “And all the tithes of the 
land, whether of the seed of the land, or 
of the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s; it 
is holy unto the Lord.” So all the tithes 
are the Lord’s and are holy unto Him, 
but to us the tithes, when we don’t give 
them, are a curse, so let us give them and 
get the blessing. 
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Steps in Obedience that Brought “Ghe Miracle 


SEPARATION DETERMINES YOUR DEPTH

ET us take for our lesson tonight the 

story of the miraculous draught cf 
fishes as found in the fifth chapter of the 
Gospel of Luke. The Gospel of Luke por- 
trays the human element in the life of 
Christ. Luke had many dealings with hu- 
manity and in his narrative he _ gives 
many of the human aspects of the Lord. 
If you do not love humanity you are not 
much of a Christian. You must love hu- 
manity for the sake of Jesus. A real 
Christian will love all humanity because 
he senses its desperate need and his great 
desire is to bring lives into vital touch 
with Christ. 

The first thing most people notice in 
this story is that Jesus is to work a mir- 
acle, which, of course, is true. Miracles 
have a strong appeal for some people. I 
am not of that class. I consider them 
very wonderful but they are not of the 
most tremendous importance in the 
world. We will settle it that there was a 
miracle, that they got a marvelous 
draught of fishes, and then we can get at 
the things which are vital. 

Before the Lord works that miracle, 
before He allows that marvelous mani- 
festation of His divine power to come 
forth, what does He do with this group 
of people? He gives them His Word; He 
feeds them, teaching and opening up to 
them the Word, and then He says, as it 
were, “Now we will have some dessert,” 
and He gives them a miracle. Many peo- 
ple want the miracle without the real 
food, but the Lord laid little emphasis 
upon the physical manifestation of mir- 
acle working power. The miracle was sim- 
ply the bell in the steeple which was 
ringing to call the attention of the people 
from cther things which occupied them. 
But suppose the bell in the steeple should 
ring to call the people to church, and 
when they came they would hear only 
the bell ring and find no feast spread for 
them. What a disappointment that would 
be? Why does the bell ring? Because 
something far greater and more impor- 
tant than the ringing of the bell is to 
take place in the church. You simply ring 
the bell to attract their attention to some- 
thing vital—the message which is to 
come forth in the church. Jesus wrought 
miracles but they were not as important 
as the truth which lay upon His heart. 
The people were not strengthened spirit- 
ually by the miracles they saw. Even 
Lazarus, who had that stupendous mira- 
cle wrought on him, had to die over 
again, Do not misunderstand me. I be 
lieve in miracles. I have seen evidences 
of the supernatural too many times, in 
many marked ways, not to believe in it. 
But when we allow the miracle to be the 
thing upon which we rest and settle 
down we have made a failure of the 
whole thing and fallen far short of the 
true significance and the full meaning. 
The miracle is to arrest your attention 


from the things which are purely natural 
and show you the proof of divine power, 
the message with which He wants you to 
become familiar. 

Now what precedes and what follows 
this miracle of the draught of fishes? A 
few days after, the fish perish but the 
divine illumination of truth remained; 
it had gripped their hearts and had radi- 
cally changed them for the eternal ages 
to come. 

Our verse says, “As the people pressed 
upon him to hear the word of God,”—I 
like that. Why? Because in a striking 
way we find the motive which drew them 
together. What was the motive that 
prompted their hearts? It was hunger. 
That awful hunger of the heart which is 
never satisfied by anything the world can 
offer because it can be supplied only by 
a divine and supernatural revelation and 
never by material means. These people 
had become dissatisfied with the things 
about them, and with things in the Jew 
ish economy; and every time they got 
near Jesus they discovered a bit of truth 
which started them thinking and reason- 
ing, and made them hungry. So _ they 
pressed upon Him to hear the Word 
which could satisfy them and bring them 
into vital touch with Christ. 

Now in contrast, let us consider the mo- 
tive that caused the people at another 
time to crowd in upon Him like a swarm 
of bees, at which time He did not satis- 
fy them very much. He looked right at 
them and as much as said, “You would 
make me a bread and butter king.” The 
motive that prompted them was material; 
they desired that He would become unto 
them a bread and butter king and have 
power over the other nations. Still anoth- 
er time, He looked upon them and said, 
“Ye seek me * * * because ye did eat of 
the loaves and were filled.” He was not 
honored by. that motive. It was never the 
fact that there was a large crowd to hear 
Him that honored Him. He woula rather 
have had one woman at the weil wno was 
actually hungry, and to whom He might 
impart truth, than five thousand around 
Him who simply wanted the loaves and 
fishes; so He gently rebuked them. 

The study of the motives of those who 
crowaded about our Lord is very interest- 
ing ard I believe it would do us good to 
have cur own motives analyzed some- 
times. We are so easily deceived for our 
own hearts are most deceptive after all 
I do not wonder that the Old Testament 
versicn of the heart is that it is sick and 
incurable. It is so incurable that He 
found it necessary to give us a new heart. 
Yes, the human heart is desperately sick 
and incurable. In the one crowd that 
gathered about the Lord, the motive that 
prompted them was purely materialistic 
but the other group had a good motive. 
that they might come in vital touch with 
Jesus and receive that for which their 


hearts hungered; so they pressed upon 
Him to hear the Word of God. 

This is the day of big things. Aren't 
you weary of the bigness of things? The 
biggest building! The biggest crowd! And 
this desire for bigness has gotten into our 
religious circles until many are not satis- 
fied unless they have the biggest cam- 
paign, the biggest building and all of 
that. It is not like the Lord. It is not like 
the Holy Ghost. I would not want to tell 
you what usually makes the big crowd 
but let me say it is very subtle. I am glad 
that it was spiritual hunger which made 
this particular crowd press in upon the 
Lord. When you are hungry you press 
up scmewhere near the Lord. What does 
He dc whem they press around Him, 
Does He turn to them and, in an austere 
manner, say, “I am Jesus. I will now 
show you a miracle’? No, He doesn’t 
stoop to such vulgarity. He wouldn’t dis 
play His power in that way, but He 
sensed in their hearts a hunger and so 
He asks that He might sit down in the 
boat for He wanted to talk with them. 
They needed the message more than they 
needed the miracle and the same is true 
today but you cannot make people see it. 
They think if they could have about ten 
miracles the problem of their church 
could be settled. A thousand miracles 


‘would not settle it. It is the Word of God, 


the receiving of the truth that people 
need. This was the one revelation they 
needed. The Word of God must come first 
as the basis, the foundation. Without the 
Word of God we are not safe, I have had 
mighty manifestations of His power up- 
on me; I have had supernatural visita- 
tions, playing and singing for an hour 
at a time in the Spirit, but all these take 
a secondary place to the Word of God. 
Do not belittle spiritual manifestations 
but keep them where they belong. Re 
member, you cannot live on them or de- 
pend upon them. Yes, Christ has a mira- 
cle for them, but He will bring that out 
by and by. Why do so many people run 
off into fanaticism? Because they know 
not the Word of God. If they were ground 
ed in the Word we would not be troubled 
with fanaticism. Why? Because the Word 
of Goc has a power over us as it is quick- 
ened by the Holy Spirit and brings into 
the life the fuller manifestation of the 
Lord 

How are we to live after being ~orn 
of the Spirit, as little babes in Cufist? By 
taking the sincere milk that we may 
grow thereby. What is the milk? His 
Word What is the result? Growth. A 
blessing is very lovely but growth is of 
far greater importance. The question is 
not whether the baby thinks the milk 
tastes sweet, but, Is the milk doing the 
baby good so he can grow? Some people 
do not have much faith but a tremendous 
vision, There is a difference between hav- 
ing a vision and having real faith to ac- 
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tually bring that vision into an expres- 
sion. You must visualize and then lay 
hold of it by faith. It is like getting heal- 
ed; it is so easy to have faith for healing 
when you are well. But how do you get 
real. faith, by going to the altar and ask- 
ing the Lord for the gift of faith? It 
would be very lovely to get it by just say- 
ing, “Now Lord I take the gift of faith. 
Thank You, Lord.” No. Faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by vision? No. Faith 
cometh by hearing and hearing by revela- 
tion? No. “Faith cometh by hearing and 
hearing by the Word of God.” You can’t 
get away from the Word of God as the 
basis. Your faith will be built up only by 
the Word of God; it will be sustained and 
strengthened by a continual studying 
and eating of this Word. Jesus knew that 
and so He gave them the Word. 

Now He has them in a good position, 
where their wills are surrendered to the 
Lord but there must come a further test- 
ing in order to develop them in their 
characters. Remember that the divine na- 
ture which has been imparted to you, and 
the development of your Christian char- 
acter are quite different. Your Christian 
character is developed by a series of test- 
ings and provings. Salvation is becoming 
a new creature and is a gift received at 
a definite time; but you cannot go to 
the altar the next evening and say, “I 
will now become a fully developed Chris- 
tian.” That would be like a baby coming 
and saying, “I will now be a grandmoth- 
er.” There are laws in the spiritual world 
as well as in the physical and your Chris- 
tian experience is founded on and built 
up through a process of spiritual laws 
which are just as exacting and real as 
any law in the natural world. There are 
laws in the physical world, which if dis- 
regarded make life unbearable, but if 
you become adjusted to them life will be 
tolerable to you. For instance, we have 
the lews of gravitation, the laws of heat 
and cold, and these natural laws govern 
our every-day experiences. But many 
think when they come in the spiritual 
realm that because they are in grace they 
can disregard all laws. There are the laws 
of sacrifice, the law concerning consecra- 
tion and concerning our obedience to 
Christ. All of these are divine, and the 
reason so many Christians never get any- 
where in their Christian experience is 
because they disregard these laws ana 
then they wonder what is wrong with 
them We must learn like children. Chil- 
dren have learned the laws of gravitation 
through experience; a little child will try 
to walk right off a high chair but when 
he falls he learns that there is such a 
thing as the law of gravitation, and if he 
adjusts himself to that law, life becomes 
livable to him. If we fail to obey the 
Spiritual laws we will find ourselves get- 
ting into trouble. 

The Lord knew they needed the Word 
of God and now that their wills are sur- 
rendered and quickened by the power of 
the Word He wants to do something else. 
He puts their wills under the test. How 
did God start in the very beginning, with

Adam and Eve, to develop them in char- 
acter? He put them under a probationary 
law of testing. Why did they have to have 
that tree anyway when they were getting 
along so beautifully in the garden? It 
was divinely necessary; the law of proba- 
tion must be enforced and God must 
prove and test them; He must give them 
some little occasion by which they must 
exercise their wills in obedience or dis- 
obedience. And it is obedience or disObedi- 
ence in your heart today that will deter- 
mine your Christian character. We are 
still moving around in the garden. Don’t 
you be deceived into thinxing that you 
are in a strawberry patch. We will be in 
the garden until we come into the fulness 
of the stature of Christ. You can get 
blessed until you fall over in a trance ana 
still find it necessary to be tested the 
next day. That is all a part of the pro- 
gram. Testings must come, examinations 
must come, for we are His workmanship 
and He has a perfect right to prove us. 

Now what was the next thing He did? 
He entered into the ship “and prayed 
him that he would thrust out a little from 
the land. * * * Now when he had left 
speaking, he said unto Simon, Launch out 
into the deep.” To the Christian who has 
been fed by the Word and is now come 
up to be tested He says, “Launch out 
into the deep.” That is a command that 
calls for quick action on the part of your 
will. It is always so. It is a command. He 
doesn’t counsel and say, “Now Simon, 
don’t you think it would be a good thing 
to launch out into the deep?” There will 
always be a proving whether you will be 
obedient or disobedient and the result of 
either attitude which you take will make 
a lasting impression upon you, will stamp 
itself upon your character and you will be 
forever changed by whatever attitude you 
take jn response to the command to 
launch out into the deep. “No man liveth 
unto himself” and there is no such thing 
as stagnation in the life of the Christian 
We are in the school of discipline. I have 
been there for twenty-five years and 
have never had very many picnics in all 
of that experience. His commands, His de- 
mands, are good for us. God never comes 
down and says, “Follette, don’t you 
think thus and so would be nice?” No, He 
says, “Follotte, do this” or “do that. and 
He has a perfect right to do tits if my 
will is surrendered to God, for I need 
His training and discipline. If I am obe- 
dient it will mean blessing and a building 
up in my Christian character; if I am 
disobedient it means failure on my part, 
the devil will get the victory and the 
Loré will be put to shame. 

“Launch out into the deep.” How much 
depends upon our obedience! His com- 
mand in your life may be one thing and 
in mine it may be quite another, but to 
all of us as Christians He is saying, 
“Launch out into the deep” for He needs 
to test the new strength we have gained 
after we have been illuminated by the 
Word and fed by that Word. You cannot 
have a revelation of truth which will 
have any power in your life but what God 
has a right to test you in it. You have 
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a fresh revelation of Divine Healing. How 
are ycu to embrace it and believe it? By 
never having an attack? No, but by hav- 
ing a real hard attack for He needs to 
test your strength and your faith. You 
hear a message on consecration. Does 
God just let it slip by? No, He _ says, 
“Now launch out into the deep on that 
issue.” So there are constant commands 
to us as Christians to launch out into th3 
deep. He doesn’t want us tied by the 
shore. 4 

Now you may ask, But how deep do we 
have to go? That all depends upon one 
thing. Do you know what it is? It de- 
pends on how far you push out from the 
shore—that will determine the depth you 
reach. If you stay near the shore the 
depth will not be very great. If you push 
out one league from the shore your depth 
will be that much the greater, but if you 
push out a full mile you will be in still 
greater depth. You cannot stay by the 
shore and yet be in a deep place, for you 
cannot be in two places at once. How deep 
do you want to go? I am reminded of the 
woman who came to Mr. Moody one time 
and said, “Mr. Moody, I would give the 
world to have an experience like yours.” 
“Well.” said Mr, Moody, “that is just what 
it cost me.” People so many times say, 
“I would give anything to have such an 
experience.” Well, you pay what it cost 
the other person and you may have it. 
How deep? It is determined by the sepa- 
ration you make. 

Now what happens when the separation 
takes place? Did you ever notice, if on 
board a ship, what takes place as the ship 
pulls away from the shore? The spirit 
gave me a lesson on this which I’ll never 
forget. As the ship pulls out from the 
shore and you look back to the dock you 
can see the people on the shore; for a 
while they are quite distinct and you are 
able to see individual personalities. You 
recognize this person and that person; 
there is quite a distinction in the flesh. 
But as you push out and make a fuller 
separation all those faces finally blur in- 
to one mass of flesh and you discover that 
all mankind is, after all, but one flesh. All 
those distinctions which you made when 
you first met the Lord, lost their identity 
as you moved deeper into God; the things 
of the natural became one blurred mass 
and, as in the days of old, you will “have 
no confidence in the flesh.” All those 
strixing personalities to which you be 
came so attached, and felt were so neces 
sary to your growth, you will find becom- 
ing a part of that which is but natural 
and your desire is to see Jesus only. He 
is the One who occupies your vision and 
it wili not be “good flesh” or “bad flesh” 
but all a part of humanity—just flesh; 
you see them as one group of the great 
human family but you see Jesus above 
them all. How well I remember when I 
began to move out and out in my separa- 
tion—from the school chums, the college 
friends, and even spiritual helps, and al! 
that which occupied my natural life! 
They began to get hazy and dim until I 
could say, “Lord, it is nothing but flesh

EXT, “The earth shall reel to and 

fro like a drunkard, and shall be re- 
moved like a cottage; and the _ trars- 
gression thereof shall be heavy upon it; 
and it shall fall, and not rise again,” Isa. 
24:20. 

The text refers to a state and condi- 
tion of affairs presumably during the 
tribulation. The question naturally 
arises, What right have we to expect a 
fulfillment of the text, which must be 
considered in the following light, and 
under the two major themes of Cause 
and Effect. 

REELING TO AND FRO 

1. What is the inference of the above 
topic? The word used in the Hebrew is 
Noa and means “to move to and fro, to 
vacillate.” It is a kindred word: to the 
Hebrew Num, “specially used of those 
who are slumbering.” It is here used as 
it is in chapter 29:9; Ps. 107:27, of the 
drunkard staggering to and fro. It is al- 
so used of the groping blind man in Lam. 
4:14. The general and unmistakable ap- 
pearance is that something has happen- 
ed out of place, so as to render the earth 
as individuals, had in reference, out of 
order. 

CAUSE 

The cause traces itself to self-inflicted 
delirium, because of intoxication. Drunk- 
ards never “stagger” nor reel to and fro 
only when they have voluntarily submit- 
ted themselves to the use of that which 
abuses them to such an extent. However, 
when once addicted to the habit of strong 
drink, they become bound and are no 
longer free to act only as servants to de- 
mons of drink. The same is true of the 
man that is “slumbering,” he is the vic- 
tim of physical decline which necessi- 
tates rest and slumber, therefore he 
readily responds to the seizure of the 
power of sleep. 

MORAL DECADENCE 

The state of the world pictured by the 
prophet is one of voluntary servitude to 
the forces of evil. Therefore, the condi 
tion brought about is so caused by the 
creation of mankind itself; in refusing 
an offered remedy and choosing their 
own way which is one of multiplied sins 
and corruption. It must be particularly 
noted that the action of the verb is it- 
self in the Hithpae' which is always 
either reflexive, reciprocal, or passive. 
The interence ts therefore that the pres- 
ent state of the text is brought about by 
the subject acting in a reflexive manner, 
that is, doing it himself, and receiving 
the injury therefrom. Especially is this 
true of drunkards, They act by power of 
choice. Then again drunkards are re- 
ciprocal, they pass the drink among 
themselves. They are equally so passive 
in that they allow themselves to be act- 
ed upon from an outside force, often- 
times by persuasion and especially by th: 
forces of evil. It is certain that the pres- 
ent state of affairs as mentioned here is 
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the result of the action of the world it- 
self. 1. From the standpoint of violent 
transgression. 2. From the fact of hav- 
ing rejected God’s remedy of righteous- 
ness, Verse nineteen indicates that the 
earth will “totter” because it is turned 
aside from the right; which is further 
attested by the fact mentioned in the 
text. which attributed the fall of the eartn 
to the cause of “transgression of a vio- 
lent nature.”’ Frere the cause of the ter- 
rible state of irremedial decline is par- 
ticularly traced to transgression of a 
heavy nature. 
THE EVIDENCE 

The evidence is in full view today, that 

we are, because of iniquity, fast approach- 


‘ ing the tribulation, when civilization wiil 


“fall and rise no more” as we now know 
it. The cause is from multiplied  trans- 
gression, which has rendered the whole 
texture of international fabric unsafe 
and unsound. If we but consider (2 Tim. 
3:1), we immediately see the approach 
of the decay of civilization, and particu- 
larly a decline in appreciation of right- 
eousness and the Word of God. Men have 
cultivated the vices that lead them to de- 
struction, as drunkards have followed af- 
ter strong drink. We have passed thru a 
great time of revival, during which men 
have refused God and “become lovers of 
themselves;” but to place them in some 
favorable position from the human stand- 
point, to, if possible, afford a probable 
gain from supposed religion, they have 
still claimed to be Christians, therefore, 
they have substituted “a form of godli- 
ness but deny the power thereof.” Suth 
was followed by a more fatal step of athe- 
istic propaganda and “denial of the Lord 
that brought them” (2 Pet. 2:1). The re- 
sult is that not far distant a world that 
is nowunable to stabilize their internation- 
al spirit of brotherhood and commerce 
and is reeling from side to side, will fall 
into international collapse. The reference 
is not to the earth as a planet, but to 
the inhabitants of civilization who have 
turned aside from right and have reached 
the place of “worse and worse” as indi- 
cated by the “clay” of the feet of the 
colossal image so much so that there is nu 
adhesiveness, hence no strength to stand 
together. The result is a falling asunder 
as drunken men fall to the earth to wal- 
low in their own shame. 
DICTATORSHIP 

The world is fast turning fiom the old- 
6r forms of democratic government and 
instituting some form of _ dictatorship, 
which to the general citizenship of any 
nation, is one that particularly abro 
gates their right and sets up in its stead 
the views expressed by the dictators 
themselves. What is perhaps of a more 
violent nature is that they have no place 
for council or assimilation of the views 
of others; they represent the arm and 


power of the dictators whether right or 
wrong. Such authority may be quick and 


even powerful in its action, it, however, 
may by no means express the desires of 
the majority of their subjects or even 
be for their best; and since most of them 
have come into office by seizure of pow- 
er or by the violence of force, it remains 
that their reign will ever retain these 
characters. 

D. M .Panton, Editor of “Dawn,” says 
that ‘Fascism is essentially Italian in its 
elements of secret control and merciless 
authority.’ He further states that ‘Dicta- 
torship in Germany could only find ex- 
pression in exaggerated race conscious- 
ness. The adoption by any one of these 
states of the form of dictatorship insti- 
tuted by another is inconceivable.’ ‘No 
two of the dictatorships,’ says the Times 
(Mar. 18, 1933), ‘are alike.’ They each 
represent solely their own ideas, except 
that they are in their hostilities each a 
copy one of the other; yet of all these, 
Mussolini is the more desirable. What is 
particularly striking in the new forms of 
dictatorship, is the irony principles 
which they apply in their administration 
of government. 

Quoting from the Dawn, ‘in Europe,’ 
says Mr. Hessell Tiltman, “over two hua- 
dred million people are living at this 
moment under conditions of tyranny or 
actual terror, who have either been re- 
fused, or deprived of, the fundamental 
essentials of personal freedom which 
those who believe in liberty regard as 
the elementary rights of the human race 
—freedom of conscience and of the press, 
the right of assembly and the sacred right 
of personality. In the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, Italy, Poland, Hun- 
gary and the minor nations which have 
imitated the example of those powers, two 
great principles of freedom established in 
democratic countries are unknown or 
have been swept away. These are the 
sovereignty of law and the freedom of the 
courts from political bias of whatever di- 
rection, and the control of public arfairs 
and policy by the people, acting through 
their elected representatives. In their 
place there exists the terror—under 
which arrest and imprisonment without 
trial, exile and death, have been the fate 
of tens of thousands of men and women 
who dared to criticize the ruling clique.” 

“For the deepest note of dictatorships 
is an implacable militarism, which turus 
its native land into an iron prison. 
‘Pacifism,’ says the Berlin Correspon#- 
ent of the Times (April 7, 1933), ‘entails 
indefinite imprisonment without prefer- 
ment of charges in Germany today,.’ 
‘Thousands upon thousands of Germans,’ 
says a Special Correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian in Germany (weekly 
edition, April 14, 1933), ‘have only one 
wish—to get out of the country.’ But the 
frontiers are being closed by the new 
passport regulations and escape is im- 
possible except at great risks. Thus Ger- 
many is being converted into a huge 
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prison. Amongst the Jews there Is. terri- 
ble despair. They are neither allowed to 
make a living in Germany nor to leave.” 
No less steel bound is the Italian prison. 
“To get secretly across the Italian fron- 
tier days,” says Signor Emilio Lusso, “is 
as djfficult an undertaxing as to get un- 
seen into the strong room of a_ bank.” 
“The Russian frontiers are drenched in 
the blood of Russians who have failed to 
escape.” 
THE UNITED STATES 

When we turn to the homeland, we are 
even amazed at the rapid change in our 
forms of government, virtually the presi- 
dent. has the power of a Dictator. During 
a day of chaos such forms of governmcnt 
are not the best, however, it is but an ef- 
fort to tame the spirit of the Beast that 
is characteristic of world governmenis 
and from whom civi.ians have received 
the spirit of lawlessuess. It is the laxity 
of the law that has produced lawlessness 
to a great extent. But savage dictator- 
ships will alone produce bondage and 
hardships. Whe. men no longer enjoy 
the privilege of serving God and enjoy- 
ing the freedom of citizenship we are 
headed for the stage of drunkenness in 
government and the next drama will be 
the tottering of the nations. Such dicta- 
torships again furnish a new kind of 
atheism. , 

According to the Manchester Guardian 
(weekly edition, Mar. 10, 1933), “The last 
gleams of the lamp of personal liberty 
seem to be going out among the nations 
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who once walked in the light.” That citi- 
zens support the government, is essen- 
tially a factor required of all govern- 
ments. But when those governments be- 
come anti-Christian, and Christian lib- 
erty and rights are denied we are fast 
heading for the state of the appearing of 
the Antichrist in his last form (Rev. 
13:7). In all forms of present dictator- 
ships the state claims the first right and 
priv.lege of its citizens, and such will 
eventually claim all their rights, to the 
entire exclusion of religious liberiy, 
since, if Christians seek a coming Christ 
to reign over them, they are of the dema- 
gogue governments accounted as traitors; 
and to insure their kingdom it is particu- 
larly desired that they be non-Christian. 
Thus in their effort to eliminate Christi- 
an'ty, the nations are the more firmly 
established in sin and lawlessness, which 
will certainly end in a catastrophe of 
government such as is mentioned in our 
text. We do not attempt to criticize our 
own government, rather to point out the 
change in its form and that as the spirit 
of dictatorship seizes upon the whole 
world, the machinery of Antichrist king- 
dom is universally in operation. The spir- 
it of dictatorship is essentially that form 
of Antichrist government, where the 
state is exalted above all else; and will 
so remain until through subduction of 
citizenship in conformity with his reign 
Antichrist will finally demand worship of 
his subjects as the Majesty of state. Rev. 
13:8.

cAn Appeal for Missions 


By S. W. LATIMER, Gen. Overseer 


Jesus said, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every creature.” 
Mark 16:15; Matt. 28:19, 20. Many other 
Scriptures warrant us in working for the 
souls of the lost in foreign lands. We 
now have a great opportunity to put the 
gospei into Old Mexico, while there has 
already been some effort put forth. Sister 
Atkinson is working in Cindad Obregon. 
The missionary at Nogalis is in great 
need of support, and without the backing 
of the Church it will be impossible for 
him to stay in the work there. 

The reports show that our people, many 
of them, are failing to observe the rul- 
ings of the Assembly in collecting five 
per cent of the amount of tithes paid in 
each month, forwarding half to headquar- 
ters to be used in foreign work, one half 
to remain in the local treasury to be used 
in home missions in the state in which it 
is collected. If our ministers, and people 
in general, would observe this rule there 
would be ample funds to carry on our 
mission work. At this time we are getting 
requests from our missionaries on the 
Bahama and Jamaica Islands asking that 
arrangements be made for their trans- 
portation to the Assembly and a short 
visit to the homeland. This has to be 
made early so that funds may reach them 


in time to make ample arrangements for 
their transportation. I am told there is 
not cnough funds in the treasury to meet 
these expenses and care for those we are 
supporting in the foreign fields. I feel 
that our people are failing to do their 
duty, as a whole, for Foreign Missions. 
The doors of opportunity are closing — 
Russia has closed her doors to the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, and it is stated that 
China is contemplating turning their gov- 
ernment over to Communism, and when 
this is done the doors to China will be 
closed. Japan is in “the valley of deci- 
sion” and, in all probability, her doors 
will be closed. O there is so much for us 
to do! 

I earnestly request all to pray that the 
Lord will make the impression on our 
people as to their duty concerning Mis- 
sions. 

Millions or people would be glad to 
hear this “Great Truth,” and many in 
our ranks are feeling their call to the 
foreign fields, but there are no funds to 
train them for this work nor to support 
them when they are ready to go. How 
can we profess to be the Church ui God 
and fail to do our duty in this all-im- 
portant work? I feel that the Church 
needs an awakening. 





RICHMOND, P. E. I., Can.—Greetings 
from FP. E. I. Sister Florida Brown and I 
left Lambert Lake, Me., July ist. We 
were hardly five miles from there when 
we began having tire trouble. One and 
then another tire would blow out until my 
son, Cyrus, who was driving, said we 
would have to turn back that we could 
not make the trip. But we believed that 
God was able to help us in spite of the 
enemy, as His promise stood out so vivid- 
ly before me “I will go with thee alway 
and as I was with Moses I will be with 
thee—I will not fail thee nor forsake 
thee.” On stopping one morning we found 
a nice family of Scotch people whu wave 
us a nice warm breakfast end fe sang 
and prayed with them.

RARE TREASURE AT CHICAGO 


The great chalice of Antioch, part of 
the famed Kouchakji silver treasure, is 
now on display at the Century of Pro- 
gress Exposition in the Hall of Religions. 
This cup is unique and of such value that 
it wll be guarded night and day until the 
Fair closes. The insurance valuation on 
the chalice is $300,000. 

Sir Galahad of the legendary Knights 
of the Round Table spent most of his life 
in a fruitless search for the Holy Grail, 
the cup believed to have been used by 
Christ and His Apostles at the Last Sup- 
per. But in 1910 a silver chalice was un- 
earthed at the ruins of ancient Antioch 
that is believed by archaeologists, art, 
and Biblical scholars to be the long 
sought treasure. 

Standing nearly eight inches high with 
a capacity of more than two quarts of 


liquid, it could well have been the sacred | 


cup. It is of two parts, the outer being of 
silver, coated with gold, the inner of crude 
silver. 

A controversy has waged over the date 
of the chalice, some experts contending 
that it was not earlier than the fourth 
century, others that it was of the first 
century, but additional data has come to 
light since then and it is generally con- 
cealed to be of the earlier date. It is 
thought also that only the inner cup may 
have been the one used by the Apostles, 
and that it was set into the outer cup of 
a later date. Dr. Gustavus A. Eisen who 
was the first to clean and examine the 
treasure has called the cup the last treas- 
ure of the golden age in Greek art. An 
eminent authority on Oriental art, Prof. 
A. T. Olmstead, head of the Oriental in- 
stitute of the University of Chicago, de- 
clares positively that the cup is of the 
first century, for it is known that glass 
blowing was discovered in the middle of 
the first century and after that the shape 
of the vessels became changed. Likewise 
in the portraits on the chalice there is 
a form of brutal realism here, “particular- 
ly in that glorified gorilla, St. Mark,” 
which was characteristic of “late Greek 
times.” He says further, “We can take 
each element of design: the ivy leaves, 
the manner in which the vines are tied, 
the Roman eagle, and every other such 
element, and prove that these clements 
were never used later than the first cen- 
tury after Christ. Thus the evidence to a 
professional archaeologist, whose special 
field is that of the Greek and Roman art, 
of this period, proves with absolute cer- 
tainty that the chalice was made by an 
artist who was no doubt a converted pa- 
gan, thoroughly familiar with the art 
motifs of his time, and within 50 years of 
the death of Jesus, when there were still 
men who had known Jesus in the flesh.” 

During the World war the great chalice 
was brought to America from Paris for 
safe-keeping, and deposited in a vault in 
New York where it has been until it was 
moved to Chicago to go on display.—Path- 
finder,

~ and the things to which You have called 


me are in an entirely different realm.” 
God would have us live in the Spirit 
where we see Jesus only. 

He told them to push out from the shore, 
and the shore represents the things in 
life from which God is calling us. People 
have very peculiar ideas about the sin of 
the world—they think it consists of drink- 
ing a glass of beer, of playing cards, etc. 
If that is all the Lord is calling us from 
it is just too bad. Let me tell you that as 
long as there are things which keep us 
from His highest will, He is calling upon 
us to make a separation. If they are no 
included in the things which God wan‘s 
you to have, you must leave them on the 
shore. Haven’t you ever had to leave a 
number of things which were perfectly 
legitimate and proper but you knew were 
not to be included in your little boat 
when God called you out? And you didn’t 
take them on board with you. So we see 
that as the disciples push out into the 
deep it has cost them something and 
they have been very brave. God has given 
them courage and He also gave them a 
blessing, a sort of an anesthetic which 
made it easier for them. They are push- 
ed out into a deep place and as they get. 
out they are to have a miracle performed; 
something wonderful is to happen. They 
have been obedient in their separation 
and in that act of obedience they have 
taken on new strength for there is never 
a victory but what you add to your spirit- 
ual vitality and strength. And now that 
strength must also be tested; just as 
soon as you get a bit of victory you will 
be tested again. You say, How long will 
we be tested? Till He calls us higher— 
just that long. Paul was tested up to the 
very minute when he laid his head upon 
the biock. Obedience? “Come out Paul, 
and have your head cut off.’”” He was obe 
dient to the last minute; he was never 
so perfect that he did not have to be dis- 
ciplined and tested. Oh, I love Paul for 
there is something so manly and brave in 
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his character! 

So Jesus has them out there in the 
deep—they have been brave enough to 
surrender and their tears are all dried. 
Now what does He say to them? “Let 
down your nets for a draught.” What 
does the net symbolize in the life of the 
Christian? Their nets were the means the 
disciples had of making their living and 
were the dearest things they had The. 
stood for their very lives. And now the 
Master tells them to let down the nets. 
out of their sight and into the cold dark 
waters. “Well, Lord, You just got me out 
here and now You test me like this?” Al- 
ways remember that the Christian life is 
a warfare—the Bible says so. I always 
tell people the truth when they seek sal- 
vation; don’t let them think that the 
Christian life is one great picnic where 
they eat ice cream cones, and sv un. It 
is a warfare which demands every bit of 
courage you can muster. He gets them 
out there and then says, “Let down your 
nets for a draught of fishes.” Let down 
that which represents your very life, into 
the dark, cold waters below. 

Now a sad incident takes place—Peter 
has to talk a little to the Lord about it 
and he reasons with Him. Have you ever 
reasoned about things? You know Simon 
Peter was very human and I am glad he 
was for he saves us a great deal of trou- 
ble by saying some things which we our. 
selves want to ask. So Peter says, “But 
Lord we have toiled here all night and 
haven't caught anything.” It is too bad 
that we have to infringe upon the orders 
of tle Lord; we have all argued and rea- 
soned and said, “Yes Lord, but —,” Peter 
reasoned, “We have fished all the night. 
We know these fishing banks, but here 
we have worked all night long and caught 
nothing.” Don’t argue with the Lord. 
Why? Because He is God and all wis- 
dom and all power are vested in Him 
and He will not asx us to do one thing 
that will be for our detriment. We are 
so blind and lacking in faith, so feeble 
and shabby in our love that we question. 
But watch the gentle dealing of the Lord 
with Peter. He doesn’t say, “Well, I have 
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gotten them out here to work a miracle 
but if that is the way they act I will 
throw them right overboard.” People 
would say that, but never the Lord. In- 
stead of throwing them overboard He al- 
lows them to stay on board the ship. Then 
Peter begins to think; then says a very 
striking word and that word becomes the 
pivot upon which he steps, and as he 
steps out in faith the whole scene 
changes. What is that word? “Neverthe- 
less.” He reasons, he sees the logical out- 
come but he gives the Lord the benefit of 
the deubt. And now they get their mira- 
cle. And all upon that word, “Neverthe- 
less.” 


Has the Lord pushed you out from your 
shore and separated you from your de- 
sires and ambitions? Has He asked you 
suddenly, to let down your nets? And 
you say, “But Lord I cannot. This is too 
tragic.” Let me assure you that He will 
never ask one thing of you but what He 
will supply the grace to say, “Neverthe- 
less.” You may reason and say, “Lord 
that goes against all my reasoning, I do 
not know how to believe You, but never- 
theless I will trust You.” You just dare 
to try it and I will tell you what will take 
place. A miracle will be wrought. Why? 
Because you have given an occasion for 
a miracle. But if you stand and reason 
and argue, the fish will go right by and 
never get into your net. Rather say, 
“Lord, by Your grace, give me faith.” 
Step out and dare to do that over the 
issues that are on your heart tonight. 
There are issues which we are constantly 
facing; things over which the Holy 
Spirit is dealing with us. Dare to believe 
Him. And if you will do that and let 
down your net the fish will come in and 
you will have enough for the rest of your 
life and enough for everyone to whom 
God sends you, as an evangelist, a mis- 
sionary, a worker in the home field, or 
one who just whispers the Gospel. Yes, 
you will get the fish. And more than all 
that—you will have a charactcr that thru 
all the ages of eternity will glorify Christ 
and God will have satisfied His longing 
in your heart and life.

Oh what shall I say in reply to this 
question? The only thing to say is for 
her to pray for God to overrule this »1- 
fense. There is nothing else to say. What 
an awful offense it is and yet many of 
these objectors are good people but they 
do not see the many sides to the salvation 
of a soul. Many of our boys and girls 
must be caught as you would catch a fish. 
You must use bait. This is why our Lord 
compared the soulwinner to fishers of 
men, The bait to catch fish with is “love” 
but there are so many kinds of ways to 
administer this love to the people. Allow- 
ing them to belong to our Y. P. E. and 
sing in our choirs is just getting a little 
closer to them so we can win them for 
Christ.

THE BIBLE IN THE HOME 


OMEWHERE about every typical 

American home may be found at 
least one copy of the world’s most widely 
circulated Book—the Bible. Such a fam- 
ily feels that the home would be incom- 
plete without the presence in it of that 
Book. It is there as a part of the furnish- 
ings, if nothing more. This is one of the 
reasons why the Bible is the world’s best 
seller. 

When one finds that volume in a home 
its appearance and condition tell in no 
uncertain voice what is the grade of fam- 
ily life to be found in that home. A Bible 
is sometimes found in a house merely be- 
cause the family living there would feel 
disgraced if one were ever called for and 
could not be found. In such cases the 
copy is apt to be found in very good con- 
dition. It is unworn. Kept largely for the 
sake of appearance, the cover and pags 


are in about the same condition they en- 
joyed when the volume was originally 
purchased. Such is about all it is. It is 
a material ornament, and nothing more. 

Other homes have Bibles in them for 
use. One will find a copy lying in some 
convenient place, and he will read upon 
it the story of service. He may find a 
number of copies in as many convenient 
places—the library, the bedrooms, and 
even the kitchen. None of them are fresh 
and fair like they were when purchased 
ten years ago. They show the marks of 
use. The covers are worn, for many hands 
have held them. The leaves are finger- 
stained, for many fingers—some now 
quiet in the great peace—have followed 
along their lines in the task of tracing 
out the wonderful story of love. The mar- 
gins are written full of notes, for some 
of these students have seen fit to embalm 
their own thoughtful interpretations up- 
on the page. Perhaps some of them have 
even been rebound. 

Such Bibles as these have proven a 
benediction to family life. Their influ- 
ence reveals itself in the character of 
each one who has a place in the home 
circle. That influence will follow each 
one to the farthest distance he ever 
goes, and abide as long as one of them 
remains. 

The Bible is a prime necessity in the 
home. A family could well afford, if 
necessary, to stint on articles of furni- 
ture and other household conveniences in 
order to possess it. When Abraham was 
moving out from his old home in Ur uf 
the Chaldees he did a significant thing 
in each new stopping place. His first act 
when he stopped to pitch his camp for 
awhile was to build in that place an al- 
tar unto the Lord. An altar of worship 
was the first piece of furniture his pur- 
pose required. 

Especially in the case of young people 
who are setting up their first household 
it should be remembered that the Bible 
is a first consideration. It should also be 
remembered that its use is the thing that 
maxes its presence worth while. It is 
easier to begin the habit of reading it in 
the home at the very first than it will 
ever be again. When people move from 
one place to another, as did Abraham, the 
discharge of the religious obligations of 
family life should be the first duty taken 
up. 

Of course, the fundamental claim of the 
Bible upon us is the fact that it is the 
Book of Life. Whether we go singly or in 
families, whether we live in the cheerful 
circle of a home or are strangers in lone- 
ly places, if we ever find the road to glory 
we must do it with the Bible as a guide. 
If a home is ever to be blessed of God the 
Bible must be a thing of common use in 
it, There are many reasons why the world

cannot get on without the Bible, but the 
first and foremost of them is the fact 
that it mirrors the greatest of all vur 
necessity—namely the love of God. It is 
the storehouse of food for the soul. With- 
out it we should inwardly perish. 

The fact that this is true may be in- 
dicated from so many angles that it is 
impossible to suggest them all. For one 
thing, the Bible suggests the best and 
highest standards of home life. It con- 
tains the finest conceptions ever suggest- 
ed to men of the things that go to make 
up home life at its best. Paternity in its 
strength and devotion, maternity in its 
tenderness and trust, fraternity in its fi- 
delity and service—all are mirrored there. 
Again and again glimpses of family 
groups are flashed before us. Love and 
faith, the twin fires of the home altar, 
breathe from every page. 

From the primeval home in Eden down 
past the carpenter home in Nazareth and 
the friendly rooftree of Bethany to the 
house of many mansions itself, the Bible 
shows the home fires ever burning. The 
conceptions of these things which it sug- 
gests can best keep us from going too far 
afield of what it has always taken to 
make home life tender and beautiful. 

There must be some cure for the pres- 
ent unsettled conditions in home life. 
Marriage ties are being broken on every 
side. Others are being welded with little 
sense of their sanctity. Home happiness 
is not as plentiful as it should be. The 
unity of family groups is too often a non- 
existant thing. Many things are needed, 
doubtless, to correct the difficulty, but 
it is evident that one of them is the in- 
fluence of the Bible in the home circle. If 
more of our toils, struggles, trials, pleas- 
ures, meetings, and partings took place 
in the spirit which it breathes upon us, 
surely things would go better than they 
s-metimes do. 

There is no way to express the need 
for the influence of the Bible upon the 
lives of growing children. Each atten'lon 
to and each neglect of the duty to briag 
it to bear at that point will certainly 
reveal itself in the life of tomorrow. Upon 
what is done or left undone at this point 
largely depends the answer to the ques- 
tion whether the spirit of the kingdom 
shall be woven into the fabric of the life 
of the future in our nation and through- 
out the world. The boys and girls have a 
right to the best we can give them in this 
regard. We shall always owe them an 
unpaid debt if we fail to lay the Word of 
God upon their plastic minds and recep- 
tive hearts. 

They have a right, too, to hear the 
Bible as it is. It is undoubtedly written 
pretty much as God meant it to be. We 
are generally m‘staken when we assume 
that it is beyond their. comprehension. 
They have bright, capable minds. They 
should have due credit for having them. 
They neither want nor need a predigest- 
ed Bible. The great Bible scholars have 
been people who from the first took the 
Bible as it really is. 

Those where the Bible has been faith- 
fully read have been well rewarded in its

THE COMFORT OF THE 
SCRIPTURES 


By R. WRIGHT HAY 


UTHER very beautifully said that ev- 
Bias daisy in the Word of God is a 
meadow. I suppose’he meant that the sim- 
plest statement of revealed Truth con- 
tains a great expanse over which we may 
make long journeys and ever find green 
pasture. Possibly also his meaning Was 
that the most familiar portions of God's 
Holy Word contain hitherto unperceived 
truth. The Scripture, “God is love,” is a 
daisy that the fingers of the infant mind 
of each of us grasped, perhaps, before any 
other part of God’s Word was received, 
and that “daisy” is a “meadow.” For ever 
and ever believers in the Lord Jesus 
Christ will be discovering what it means 
that God is love. 

There is a word specially needed by a)l 
Christian hearts in these days, in connec- 
tion with which we may well reverently 
ask that the truth so beautifully uttered 
by the great reformer may be made mani- 
fest to us. Three Scriptures contain this 
word: James 5:11, “Ye have heard of the 
patience of Job;” Luke 21:19 (R.V.), “In 
your patience ye shall win your souls;” 
and 2 Thess. 3:5 (R.V.), “The Lord direct 
your hearts into the love of God, and into 
the patience of Christ.” 

PATIENCE—that is the word. Now, pa- 
tience means something more than sim- 
ple, passive waiting for the fulfillment of 
a Divine promise. It means active, stren- 
uous bearing up under trial, when that is 
God’s will for His child, and persistent 


perseverance in the course indicated by 
Him for His children, whatever the -'b- 
stacle, the difficulties, the discourage- 
ments, or the sorrows. which seem _ to 
make advance along that course impos- 
sible. 

We have in the first of these Scriptures 
brought before us by the Holy Spirit the 
outstanding instance of this patience “e- 
vealed to us in the Old Testament, the pa- 
tience of Job. In the second, our Lord 
speaxs to His disciples of their patience. 
In the third, we are direcied to the source 
out of which our constant’ need of pa- 
tience is to be met, the patience of Chris. 

Let us note the difference between the 
Revised rendering and the Authorized 
rendering of Luke 21:19. The Authorized 
Version gives the impression of a Divine 
exhortation that our souls should be «I- 
ways kept in the attitude and mood of pa- 
tience. But, undoubtedly we have here 
not an exhortation, but a promise: “In 
your patience ye shall win your souls.” 
We read in the Old Testament: “He that 
is wise winneth souls;” the reference be- 
ing to activity on the part of believers in 
winning the souls of others to faith in 
and union and communion with God in 
Christ; but these words of our Lord di- 
rect attention to the exercise of truce 
Christian and Scriptural patience, with a 
view to the winning by the believer of 
his oWn soul. In Scripture the wo-ed 
“soul” is often used in the sense of “life,” 
and a man’s soul is spoken of also as be- 
ing identical with the man himself; and 
we remember the Scripture enjoining up- 
on believers the working out of their own 
salvation, the salvation which is suited to 
and needed by their own individuality 
and personality. Here we learn from the 
lips of our Lord that the exercise of pa- 
tience is, in God’s plan, appointed that 
those who believe may be the gainers 
through it, that they may get an enlarge- 
ment of capacity toward Him, and be the 
richer throughout eternity because of the 
trials which they have endured in this 
world. 

To believers perhaps the largest  ele- 
ment of trial, in trial, comes from ihe 
fact that the trial so often seems to con- 
flict with the knowledge, given by revela- 
tion, that God is love. A cloud floating 
across a landscape could cast ne shadow 
upon the field below but for the fact that 
the sun is shining above it, and when a 
cloud of affliction passes over a believer’s 
life, it is the revelation that God is love. 
shining above it, which casts the shadow 
in which Scriptural patience is to be ex- 
ercised. 

Our Father plans that the blessed hope 
of the manifestation of our Lord in His 
glory, and of the manifestation with Hiin 
in glory of those who are His, should 
be the sustenance of the believing heart 
under every trial calling for the exercise 
of patience. And surely it is an inspiring 
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truth that as we are called tg: be patient 
unto the Coming of our Lord, our Lord 
is patient unto the same event. It is from 
Him, and in His patience, that we shall 
find grace to be consistently patient, to 
the glory of God, under every trial that 
presses upon us during our pilgrim jour- 
ney. This is a word for today, for there 
never has been a time when sorrow press- 
ed upon so many believers at so many 
points so heavily. And this is the mes- 
sage: In your patience, in your bearing 
up under trial, in your persistently press- 
ing toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus, ye 
shall win your souls: 


In the story of Job, we hear the patri- 


arch say, under great loss, “The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 


blessed be the Name of the Lord.” We 
learn from him that Scriptural patience 
consists in the magnifying of the Name 
of the Lord. If He takes away from any 
of His children, it must be remembered 
that He gave before He took. If it means 
grief when He is pleased to take from us, 
yet, in the first instance, it was love that 
gave. We must dwell upon the giving, and 
remember that “the gifts of God are with- 
out change of mind on His part.” He 
never takes away from His children that 
which He has given, in the sense of ab- 
solutely depriving the recipient of it — 
He takes it to keep it for them, to bring 
about a blessed restoration of it or the 
bestowment of an equivalent in His own 
good time. Job was taught by the Holy 
Spirit to think thus. The taking away by 
the Lord is ever consistent with His 
Name—blessed be His Name, His reveal- 
ed character. If I have seen God to be 
love in that which He has ever given to 
me, then I know that He is still love when 
I bow and weep, mourning because of fis 
taking from me. Note Job did not at- 
tribute his loss to the Chaideans or the 
Sabeans: “The Lord gave and they have 
taken.” No! “The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
Name of the Lord.” Whatever we may 
have lost, or may yet have to lose; what- 
ever experience we have had, or may yet 
have of deprivation or bereavement, leav- 
ing a blank that never can be filled until 
Christ comes, We must ever remember ihe 
love of God which is over all, and that 
“God so loved * * that He gave His 
only begotten Son.” We must dwell upon 
the fact that God has given Christ for 
us and to us if we would be strengthened 
to bear up under trial or loss. 


Again Job, when he was tempted thru 


his wife to blame God, answered, “Shall 
We receive good at the hand of God, in | q 


shall we not receive evil’? His words lead 
us to remember Him who, in the Garden 
of Gethsemane, said to wicked men, in- 
stigated by Satan, “This is your hour, 
and the power of darkness,” but who also 
said, “The cup which My Father hath 
given Me, shall I not drink it’? He look- 
ed beyond all secondary agents and 
causes, and recognized that it was the Fa- 
ther’s hand that was giving Him the cup 
from which He shrank. It is ours to secxk

Each day, year in and year 
out, a chapter of the Bible is read in that 
family circle.

It may be 
objected that some parts are less inter- 
esting’ than others, or that not all the 
chapters begin and end in the logical 
place. However, there is no need to split 
hairs. They have swallowed the Bible 
whole in that home, and it has done the 
work.

What will 
the children have carried with them out 
into the conflicts and trials of life? They 
can have no truer safeguard than a real 
knowledge of the Bible and its message.

THE SECOND COMING 
OF CHRIST 


Scripture Lesson: 1 Thess. 4:13-18 
THOUGHTS FOR LEADER 

The second coming of the Lord is the 
hope of the Church. This event is of such 
great importance and its approach is so 
imminent that all who “love his appear 
ing” should carefully and diligently study 
it. Prophecies are being fulfilled so that 
that glorious event is, no doubt, closer 
at hand than we think. 

Many saints from the apostles, even un- 
til now, eagerly anticipated, and loving- 
ly longed for the second coming of Christ. 
Today, perhaps, as never before, multi- 
plied thousands of saints are anticipating 
Christ’s imminent return. 

As Rebecca journeyed over the desert 
sands, she journeyed in anticipation of 
her meeting with Isaac. But Rebecca was 
not the only one who longed for the 
nuptial day. Isaac himself left his father’s 
house, and went out by the well Lahai-roi, 
and there he meditated and prayed, look- 
ing ever and anon down the way for the 
coming of his destined bride. Across the 
field toward the approaching caravan 
Isaac made his way, as Rebecca led by 
Eleazar approached. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ is far more in- 
terested in His second coming than are 
we. We need to be urged to hold fast the 
confession of our hope without wavering. 
We need to be encouraged to hold our 
confidence firm unto the end, in order 
that we may receive the promise: “For 
yet a little while, and He that shall come, 
will come and will not tarry.” 

In this study we wish to take up the 
thoughts: What Christ will look for and 
what He will find at His coming. It is 
very evident from the study of the Scrip- 
tures that there are fundamental truths 
and characteristics in the hearts and 
lives of men that the Lord will expect to 
find when He comes. From statements 
in the Word we know also that a very 
opposite condition will prevail. Let us 
consider some of these things: 

1. HE WILL LOOK FOR A PURI- 

FIED PEOPLE 

In 1 John 3:2, 3 we read, 





“Beloved, 


now are we the sons of God, and it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be: but we 
know that, when he shall appear, we shall 
he like him: for we shall see him as he 
is. And every one that hath this hope in 
him (of seeing Him), purifieth himself 
even as he is pure,” 


The ancient Israelite, in order to be 
prepared for the passing of the death an- 
gel that dreadful night in Egypt, must 
have his hope centered in the blood 
sprinkled upon the doorposts and lintels: 
“And the blood shall be to you for a token 
upon the houses where ye are: and when 
I see the blood, I will pass over you, and 
the plague shall not be upon you to de- 
stroy you, when I smite the land of 
Egypt.” Beloved, the only hope of our 
safety in the day of Christ’s coming will 
be His blood upon our souls,

2. HE WILL LOOK FOR A FAITH- 

FUL PEOPLE 

We believe this means a people full of 
faith, and persevering in the faith. Peter 
says that in the last days will come scof- 
fers who shall say, “Where is the promise 
of his coming?” Matthew warns of the 
evil servant who says, “My Lord delayeth 
his coming.” Jesus Himself asks the ques- 
tion, “When the Son of man cometh will 
he find faith on the earth?” Will there 
be those believing that He is coming? 

3. HE WILL LOOK FOR A WATCH- 

FUL PEOPLE 

The principal condemnation pronoun- 
ced in the Scriptures in regard to the 
Lord’s return, is against those who Say, 
“My Lord delayeth his comipg.” Those 
who believe He may come at any time be- 
lieve also in being prepared when He 
comes—watching and waiting “with your 
loins girded about, and your lights burn- 
ing; and ye yourselves like unto men 
that wait for their lord.” It is not enough 
to believe that our Lord is coming back 
again, but it is very important that we 
live in the attitude of expectancy, for the 
fulfillment of the promise, and showing 
to the world that we are looking for Him. 
“Denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, righteousiy, and 
godly, in this present world; looking for 
that blessed hope, and the glorious “p- 
pearing of the great God and our Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ.” It will be such a com- 
pany that will be ushered in to the mar 
riage supper of the Lamb, at the cry, 
“Behold, the bridegroom cometh!” 

Our Lord will look for those whose 
vision is upward. But how many will be 
like the foolish virgins, away seeking to 
replenish their lamps, when they had re- 
peated opportunities and ample time to 
have their lamps trimmed and burning! 
And in an unexpected moment their 
Lord will come and they will be shut 
out; or, like the unfaithful steward, tak- 
en unawares and cut asunder and ap- 
pointed a portion with the unbelievers. 

4. WE WILL LOOK FOR A PEOPLE 

FULL OF DIVINE LOVE 
We read in the Word, that in the last 


days shall be perilous times, “evil men 
and seducers shall wax worse and worse” 
(2 Tim. 3:13), and “because iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold.” The promise of eternal salvation is 
to him that endureth to the end. (See 
Matt. 24:12, 13.) The prayer of the apos- 
tle for the saints at Thessalonica was 
that their love might increase and 
abound, that their hearts might be estab- 
lished in holiness before God, at the com- 
ing of Jesus; and that they persevere in 
comforting and exhorting one another 
with the hope of Christ’s coming. Well 
may we consider the admonition of -he 
apostle, and grasp the opportunities of 
“not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some 
is; but exhorting one another; and so 
much the more, as we see the day ap- 
proaching.”

THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 


Christ is the Way. His teachings and 
examples are such that by knowing them, 
we know the best possible way of life. If 
we do His will and follow Him, we can 
be certain that we are not taking merely 
a good way, but rather that we are tak- 
ing the Way, the best and only true way 
of life.

WORSHIP 


Prayer is a natural, essential part of 
every Christian’s life. The one who prays 
should do so, not with the idea of show- 
ing off, but with the spirit of sincere de- 
votion, There is no place in Christian 


prayer for insincerity. The Bible as God's 
inspired Word is of fundamental impor- 
tance to the devotional life, 


IN OUR HOME 

Jesus lived in a religious home in His 
youth. Joseph and Mary went regularly 
to Jerusalem to the religious observances 
as required by the Jewish religion, even 
though to do so required much effort. At 
twelve years of age, Jesus was familiar 
enough with religious teachings to puzzle 
even the rabbis. Near the end of His 
ministry, Jesus blessed the home of Maiy 
and Martha by His presence. Home re- 
ceives the blessings of God. 

IN SOLVING HOME PROBLEMS 

The home not only offers blessings and 
privileges; it also offers problems. Any 
group, such as the family, will sometimes 
find it difficult to live up to the highest 
standards but by constant effort, guidd 
by love, any home can be made a place, 
not as much of problems as of inspira- 
tion. 

IN OUR HOME MAKING 

in order to have the best possible home, 
it is necessary for children to help their 
parents in every way possible. It 1s also 
necessary for parents to do their part in 
giving their children proper training. 
Most important of all, God must be given 
first place in the heart of every member 
of the family. 

IN HELPING OTHERS 

Even if one does not think highly 
enough of himself to keep from violating 
laws, he certainly should remember th xt 
his wrong acts injure others as well as 
himself. No one can violate moral laws 
without hurting others. There is no such 
thing as the right to personal liberty 
which injures others. 
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IN MAKING PEACE 
The cost of war is beyond measure. 
War costs not only in lives and moncy, 
but destroys love, confidence, honesty, 
and other moral values, beyond price. The 
way of peace is the way of brotherly 
love, Christlike conduct. Nations have 
no more right to sanction killing in war 
than men do in peace. 
IN EARNING MONEY 
It is the privilege and duty of every 
person to do a fair share of the world’s 
work and earn money. It is never right 
for one to secure wealth by trickery, 
sharp practice, dishonesty, or the oppres- 
sion of others. It is not wrong to earn 
money; it is wrong to get it without 
earning it. 
IN SPENDING MONEY 
Money costs toil. No person has a right 
to waste money or to use it in ways that 
will injure others. Wealth is a trust from 
God! How we honor that trust is a meas 
ure of our fitness to be called faithful or 
unfaithful stewards. All wealth comes 
from God, and should be used in ways 
that honor Him. 
IN USING OUR OPPORTUNITIES 
Every place is a place of opportunity. 
Often people of one city or nation look to 
some other city or nation with the 
thought that the other place offers the 
best opportunity for service. The best 
place to begin serving God is where you 
are; if you are needed elsewhere, the op- 
portunity will be discovered in due time. 
IN OUR BROTHERHOOD 
One of the great tragedies of the world 
is that race prejudices have grown up. 
Some people of every race think them- 
selves better, more favored of God, than 
people of some other race or races. It is 
only when we treat people of all races as 
brothers in the way that Christ won!d 
treat them that we have learned the true 
meaning of Christian brotherhood. 
IN OUR LEISURE 
As wealth has increased in the world, 
folxs have had more spare time. Few peo- 
ple are busy all the time with necessary 
tas&xs. Our characters are now largely de- 
termined by the ways in which we spend 
this spare time. Certainly worship, rest 
and wholesome play should be included 
in our program of life. 
THE CALL TO SEPARATION 
These disciples are not simply calJled 
from evil things—they are called from 
more than evil—they are called from the 
nets (their business), from their rela- 
tives, from the old locations, and from 
all the old home-ties. Their separation 
was made so complete as to start entirely 
new lines of thought, new motives and 
new purposes in life. Christ still calls all 
to a new life with a brand-new plan. He 
sometimes. calls men with the new tife 
and new purpose to live in the old place. 
To one Christ said: “Go home to thy 
friends, and tell them how great things 
the Lord hath done for thee.” 
THE CALL TO LIVE AS WE TESTIFY 
“He that saith he abideth in him ought 
himself also to walk, even as he walked.” 
Emphasize in the verse: “He that saith” 
and “even as.” “He that saith” should 
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live as well as he talks. One says: “Then 
I will not witness.” But God commands 
all believers to testify. “Ye are my wit- 
nesses.” Certainly as Christians we must 
testify, but our lives must be brought in- 
to harmony with our words. Holmes said: 
“Your life speaks so loud that I cannot 
hear what you say.” Our lives and words 
should both speak loudly for Christ. We 
are to walk “even as” Christ. We are to 
talk “even as” Christ. His life was one 
of simplicity, and deepest sacrifice.Thank 
God, it was also a life of grace of wis- 
dom, and of power. As real Christians our 
lives will not be easy, nor pleasing to the 
flesh; but they will be gracious and 
mighty for God. Utterly separated unto a 
heavenly life, we shall be filled with that 
heavenly life. Divine life in a human be- 
ing is bound to lift others up to God. Let 
us neither limit what God would do in 
us, nor what He would do through us. 
LEAVING ALL 

By choosing to follow the Lord wholly, 
Matthew doubtless won many by his own 
direct ministry. He became one of the 
apostles and the author, under the Holy 
Spirit, of the first of the four gospels. 
Thus he goes on preaching the Good 
News even to us of this century. He 
might have stuck to his countingroom 
and have died rich, then his life would 
have been barren and long ago forgotten. 
He chose to be wholly separated unto 
Christ, and Christ used him as a means 
of blessing to millions. Christ still calls 
the illiterate and the cultured, the poor 
and the rich to such a life of separation 
unto Himself. It will mean _ hardship 
many times, but it will also mean eter- 
nal usefulness and eternal glory.

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WHAT CONFESSION OF 
CHRIST INCLUDES 


Scripture Text: Rom. 10:1-13; 
Luke 12:8, 9. 
REPENTANCE OF SIN 

On the day of Pentecost Peter called to 
the people, “Repent and be baptized cv- 
ery one of you in the name _ of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost,” 
Acts 2:38. God does not lavish either gift 
or blessing upon the unrepentant. The 
mouth of the inconsistent one who lives 
a double or doubtful life is sealed so far 
as effective witnessing goes. A heart 
cleansed by the blood of Jesus can alone 
speak with power. What the world wants 
to hear is that the power of sin in a life 
has been broken. It matters not whether 
that sin be crimson, scarlet or just red, 
so long as it has been actually cleansed 
and its power broken. What one of us has 
not thrilled to hear the testimony of a 
“Whitey” with a shameful past, who had 
a new beginning from the moment he be- 
lieved Christ? The record of the past is 
wholly unbelievable as one looks into the 
face of that gentleman from the mission. 
It certainly does not now belong to the 
one who witnesses for Christ down there 
among his former companions. It is not 
the period of time that has obliterated 
that ignoble past or changed that human 
derelict into a prince, it is the genius and 
the glory of the Gospel of our Christ. 

RESTITUTION OF WRONG 

We who belong to this dispensation of 
grace should not seek a lesser standard 
for our Christian living than that which 
God gave to the sinner of Ezekiel’s time. 
“If he turn from his sin, and do that 
which is lawful and right; if the wicked 
restore the pledge, give again that he had 
robbed, walk in the statutes of life, with- 
out committing iniquity; he shall surely 
live,” Ezek. 33:14-16. But the law left 
him as helpless as it found him. How 
much better for us to live today, when 
God offers in Christ to make us “new 
creatures.” What we were, we are no 
longer by God’s mercy in Christ. The sin- 
ner of the Old Testament had to “restore 
the pledge’ and “give again that he had 
robbed.” There may be need for you to 
retrace some of your steps and make 
some things right. 

AGAIN CONFESSION MUST INCLUDE 
FAITH IN THE ATONEMENT 
Rom. 10:9; 1 John 5:1 
Spurgeon once said, “True faith gives 
its full assent to the Scriptures; it takes 
a page and says, ‘No matter what is in 
the next chapter,’ and says: ‘Herein are 
some things hard to be understood, which 
they that are unlearned and unstable do 
wrest, as they do also the other Scrip- 
tures, to their destruction; but, hard 
though it be, I believe it.’ It sees the 
Trinity; it cannot understand the Trin- 
ity, but it believes it. It sees an atoning 
sacrifice; there is something difficult in 
the thought, but it believes it. And, what- 
ever it be which it sees in revelation it 
devoutly puts its lips to the book, and 
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says: ‘I love it all; I give my full, free, 
and hearty assent to every word of it, 
whether it be the threatening, or the 
promise, the proverbs, the precept, or the 
blessing. I believe that, since it is all the 
Word of God, it is all most assuredly 
true.’ ” 

The chief part of faith lies in the last 
head; namely, in an affiance to the truth, 
not the believing it merely, but the tak- 
ing hold of it as being ours, and in the 
resting on it for salvation. Recumbency 
on the truth was the word which the old 
preachers used. You will understand that 
word. Leaning on it; saying, “This is 
truth; I trust my salvation on it.” Now, 
true faith in its very essence rests in 
this,—a leaning upon Christ. It will not 
save me to know that Christ is a Savior, 
but it will save me to trust Him to be 
my Savior. I shall not be delivered from 
the wrath to come by believing that His 
atonement is sufficient; but I shall be 
saved, by making that atonement .. my 
trust, my refuge, and my all. The pith, 
the essence of faith lies in this,—a cast- 
ing of one’s self on the promise. 

CONFESSION INCLUDES IMPLICIT 

OBEDIENCE 
(1 John 5:3) 

We are told by Jeremiah (Jer. 10:23), 
“It is not in man that walketh to direct 
his steps.’”” The sinner’s step is accustom- 
ed to straying; he loves the bypaths. He 
doesn’t think right even though he has 
piled up his college degrees. Our news- 
papers confirm this. Therefore we need 
guidance as Christians. We also need a 
code of Christian ethics. We need the 
counsel of a Father. We need the law of 
a new life. We need the authority of 
Christ. We need to be governed by the 
King of kings. God has commanded for 
our good. We suffer when we violate His 
law. There is blessing and life if we obey. 
He has planned for our eternal welfare, 
and there is joy and peace only in obedi- 
ence—glad-hearted, whole-hearted obedi- 
ence. Our effective witnessing for God de- © 
pends on our obedience to Him. There- 
fore let us be as well-disciplined soldiers 
“under authority.” 

Our obedience will lead us to be bap- 
tized if we really repent and believe. God 
has commanded concerning it, therefoce, 
if we have not done so, let us follow our 
Lord in this step. He will lead us cer- 
tainly and in blessing, if we will but heed 
his voice. 

A TRANSPARENT LIFE 
Rom. 10:10 

“Out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh.” It is this genuineness 
and reality that never fails in our ser- 
vice for Christ. True Christians are trans- 
parent, they know no guile, nor duplicity. 
They ring as a clear bell. The world has 
a right to expect it, for true salvation 
in its very essence is sincerity and guile- 
lessness out of a pure heart. When the 
heart is clean, the channels will be pure, 
the expression will be honest and convict- 
ing, and the life will be open and trans- 
parent. This is the kind of life that wins. 
And in this age of politics and diplomacy, 
of deceit and hypocrisy, what a relief t 
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is to meet the pure, guileless, lamblike 
Christian. Truly he seems like a citizen of 
another world, and as such he is sure to 
be marked either for ridicule, persccu- 
tion or admiration. This is the kind of 
confession of Christ which the world so 
sorely needs. 
DENIAL OF THE WORLD 
1 John 5:4 

“The world” is such a misunderstood 
word. Men in their desire to keep to the 
letter of this inspired Word have gone 
into exclusion and hermitage. Others 
have pulled aloof entirely from moral ‘b- 
ligations to their country, forgetting in 
their zeal that they are to “render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s.” St‘ ] 
others have continued to live in “th ir 
house by the side of the road” but have 
failed to “be a friend to man.” 

What is the normal attitude for the 
Christian to take? It is plain that we are 
to deny the world. We must withdraw 
from everything in life that has the mark 
of sin, of inconsistency, of compromise 
upon it. Paul, in Romans 1:1, said, “Sep- 
arated unto the gospel of Christ.” This is 
a wonderful secret. We are not to dwell 
upon such questions as “Must I give up 
this?” “Must I deny myself of that?” 
“Must I do certain things?” “Is this 
harmful?” That is all negation. Paul 
was “separated unto.” Young people 
are often disturbed because they are 
having to separate “from.” The preposi- 
tion “from” keeps one always looking 
baoxward, possibly with hankering, or re- 
gret, or questioning. Paul in his separa- 
tion looked forward, to him it was “unto 
the gospel,” unto the Lord. (Philippiaas 
3:13, 14). In Numbers 16:9 the same 
thought is expressed, “Seemeth it but a 
small thing unto you, that the God of 
Israel hath separated you from * * * to 
-ring you near to himself?” 

AN EFFECTIVE WITNESS 
Psalm 40:3. 

If you will use every opportunity to 
witness for the Lord, He will give you 
fruit and make you a winner of souls. Do 
not excuse yourself on the ground of your 
limited training, or lack of gifts, a poten- 
tial witness for Christ requires neither 
training nor gifts since all he needs to 
do is to tell what he knows. Again Dr. 
Simpson writes the following seven 
points to help every one who confesses 
Christ: 

1. Have something to tell and some- 
thing to give, and it will get out like the 
testimony of which Peter had to say, “We 
cannot but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard.” 

2. Always hold up Jesus Christ and 
try to make Him real to the world. That 
is the only thing that will attract, that 
will save, that will satisfy, that will help 
lost men and bring God’s blessing. 

3. Begin at home. That is your Jeru- 
salem. Then go to an ever widening cir- 
cle of influence and opportunity until 
you reach the uttermost part of the earth. 


4. Recognize every situation § that 


comes to you as an opportunity for testi- 
mony. Look at every person you meet as 


a subject for God’s blessing through you 
in some way, and thus all your life will 
be a ministry for Him. 

5. Live your testimony, be a Bible. If 
you cannot be an apostle you can be “an 
epistle known and read of all men.” 

6. Ask God to put into your life su- 
pernatural things that will themselves be 
His witness to your testimony and coin- 
ment it to an unbelieving world. Every 
Christian ought to have answered prayers 
in his body, in his business, in his trials 
and temporal circumstances, that will 
speak for God and make them know that 
there is a real and a living Christ, and 
that our Christianity is not a theory but 
is supernatural and divine. 

7. Remember that though you may 
never be a missionary in Africa or China, 
you can still be a witness to the utter- 
most part of the earth. You can shine afar 
through other lives even where your feet 
may never go.

THE GLORY OF THE 
LORD

Scripture: Psa. 136. 
INTRODUCTION 
(1) The glory of God is found in that 
He is omnipresent; that is, He is every- 
where present. “Can any hide himself in 
secret places that I shall not see him?”

GLORY REVEALED IN CHRIST 
“And the word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us, and we beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the 
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Father, full of grace and truth.” St. John 
1:14, 

“And the glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed and all flesh shall see it togeth- 
er: for the mouth of the Lord hath spok- 
en it.” Isa, 40:5. 

“For he received from God the Father 
honor and glory, when there came such a 
voice to him from the excellent glory, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased.” 2 Peter 1:17. Peter at this 
time referred to the transfiguration of Je- 
sus on a mountain, before James, John, 
and Peter, recorded in Matt.

GLORY REVEALED BY HOLY GHOST 

The Holy Ghost shares in glory and 
power. 

(1) Divine titles are also given to 
him. He is called “Spirit of God,” Rom. 
8:9, because of His proceeding from God, 
John 15:26; also the “Spirit of Christ.” 
Rom. 8:9, because he is sent to do the 
work of Christ. 

(2) Divine attributes*are ascribed to 
Him, as preexistence or eternity. “In the 
beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth * * * and the Spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the waters.” Gen. 
1:1, 2. “By his Spirit he hath garnished 
the heavens.” Job 26:13. 

(3) Personal acts are ascribed to Him. 
“He shall teach you all things,” John 
14:26. “He shall testify of me,” John 
15:26. “He will guide you into all truth,” 
John 16:13. “The Holy Ghost said,” Acts 
13:2. “Being sent forth by the Hoiy 
Ghost,” Acts 13:14. He inspired writers cf 
the Bible. 2 Peter 1:21. 

(4) He has part in the plan of salva- 
tion. “Salvation through sanctification of 
the Spirit,” 2 Thess. 2:13. “God * * * giv- 
ing them the Holy Ghost, * * * purifying 
their hearts by faith;” Acts 15: 8, 9. “He 
saved us by the washing of regeneration. 
and the renewing of the Holy Ghost,” 
Titus 3:5. See also 1 John 3:24; Rom. 
8:9, 14, 16. 

(5) He is associated with the Father 
and Son. See Matt. 28:19; 2 Cor. 13:14; 
1 Peter 1:2. 

IN POWER AND HOLINESS 

“Thy right hand, O Lord, is become 
glorious in power: thy right hand, O 
Lord, hath dashed in pieces the enemy. 
And in the greatness of thine excellency 
thou hast overthrown them that rose up 
against thee: thou’ sentest forth thy 
wrath, which consumed them as stubble. 
And with the blast of thy nostrils the 
waters were gathered together, the floods 
stood upright as an heap, and the depths 
were congealed in the heart of the sea 
The enemy said, I will pursue, I will 
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overtake, I will divide the spoil; my lust 
shall be satisfied upon them; I will draw 
my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, the sea 
covered them: they sank as lead in the 
mighty waters. Who is like unto thee, O 
Lord, among the gods? who is like thee, 
glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders?” Exod. 15:6-11. 

The above is a part of a song by Moses. 

In Acts 7:55, 56 note the glory that 
the martyr Stephen saw, “But he being 
full of the Holy Ghost, looked up stead- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right 
hand of God. And said, Behold I see the 
heavens opened and the Son of man 
standing on the right hand of God.” 

GIVE GLORY TO GOD 

“For ye are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and in 
your spirit, which are God’s.” 1 Cor. 6:20. 

“By him therefore let us offer the sac- 
rifice of praise to God continually, that 
is the fruit of our lips, giving thanks to 
his name,” Heb. 13:15. 

By these scriptures, Christians are 
duty bound to give glory unto the Lord. 
The Psalms are abundant in beautiful 
expressions of praise and glory to God. 
It would be hard to decide which psalm 
of praise we like best. We read of con- 
tinual praise to God in heaven by the four 
beasts, “They rest not day and night, say- 
ing, Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, 
which was, and is, and is to come. And 
when those beasts give glory and honor 
and thanks to him that sat on the throne, 
who liveth for ever and ever, the four 
and twenty elders fall down before him 
that sat on the throne, and worship him 
that liveth for ever and ever, and cast 
their crowns before the throne, saying, 
Thou art worthy, O Lord, to receive glory 
and honor, and power: for thou hast cre- 
ated all things, and for thy pleasure they 
are and were created.” Rev. 4:8-11. 

WHAT TO BE PRAISED FOR 

(1) The Lord is to be praised for His 
greatness: “For the Lord is great, and 
greatly to be praised: he is to be feared 
above all gods,” Psa. 96: 4-9. 

(2) For His great works. “O Lord, 
how great are thy works! and thy 
thoughts are very deep.” Read Psa. 107: 
8-43. 

(3) For His benefits. “Bless the Lord, 
O my soul: and forget not all his bene- 
fits: who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who healeth all our diseases,” Ps. 103,32, 
Also Psa. 116:12; 68:19. 

(4) For His judgments. Psa. 9. 

(5) For His mercies. “All the paths 
of the Lord are mercy and truth, unto 
such as keep his covenant and his tes- 
timonies,” Psa. 25:10; Psa. 23:6; Psa. 
103:17. 

(6) For His power. “O Lord of hosts, 
who is a strong Lord like unto thee? cr 
to thy faithfulness round about thee” Psa. 
89:8. “And what is the exceeding great- 
ness of his power to usward who believe, 
according to the working of his power, 
which he wrought in Christ, when he rais- 
ed him from the dead, and set him at nis 
own right hand in the heavenly places.” 
Eph. 1:19, 20. 


(7) His providence. Psa. 147. 
HOW TO PRAISE GOD 

(1) Singing. “Praise ye the Lord; 
sing unto the Lord a new Song, and iis 
praise in the congregation of saints,” Ps. 
149:1. “Sing unto him, sing pslams unto 
him; takx ye of all his wondrous works,” 
Psa. 105:2. “Make a joyful noise unto the 
Lord, all ye lands. Serve the Lord with 
gladness; come before his presence with 
singing.” Psa. 100:1, 2. “Enter into his 
gates with thanksgiving, and into his 
courts with praise.” Psa. 100:4. 

(2) “Lift up your hands in the sanc- 
tuary, and bless the Lord,” Psa. 134:2. 

(3) By musical instruments. “Take a 
psalm and bring hither the timbrel, the 
pleasant harp with the psaltery. Blow up 
the trumpet.” Psa. 81:2, 3. “Praise the 
Lord with harp * * * and an instrument 
of ten strings * * * play skillfully with 
a loud noise.” Psa. 33:2, 3. “Praise him 
upon the loud cymbals; praise him upon 
the high sounding cymbals.” Psa. 150: 4, 5. 

(4) Clapping hands. “O clap your 
hands, all ye people; shout unto God with 
the voice of triumph,” Psa. 47:1. 

(5) By holy dancing. “Let them praise 
his name in the dance,” Psa. 149:3. 

(6) By kneeling in worship. “O come, 
let us worship and bow down: let us 
kneel before the Lord our maker,” Psa. 
95:6. 

(7) In testimony. “Ye are my wit- 
nesses saith the Lord.” Isa. 42:10. “Let 
the redeemed of the Lord say so, whom 
he hath redeemed from the hand of the 
enemy.” Psa. 107:2.

from Him, who is the same today as yes- 
terday, such patience, such strength to 
bear up under the trials that come upon 
us in these dark days through the ac- 
tivity of wicked men and of the evil one 
himself; and we may well ask the Lord 
constantly to direct our hearts into the 
patience of Christ. 


“Though He slay me, yet will I trust in 
Him.” This is a further utterance of the 
patience of Job, and refers not only to 
the withdrawal by God of something that 
brought peace and joy, not only to the 
introduction of what appcars to our short- 
sightedness as evil, but to something 
which is even more trying to faith—ac- 
tivity on God’s part toward us, which 
makes it seem as though He were against 
us, 


An old Puritan has said: “Faith is tu 
abandon yourself unto God even when 
He seems to have abandoned you.” Job 
appears to have been led even’ beyond 
this. And what of Christ? Remember the 
cry out of the dense darkness of the 
Cross: “My God, My God, why hast Thou 
forsaken Me”? The heavicst burden of 
suffering that our Lord endured was not 
laid upon Him by Satan or by wicked 
men—“it pleased Jehovah to bruise Him.” 
But He trusted all through; it was sti'l 
“My God, My God,” even under the ten- 
imaginable agony of that experience of 
forsakenness, but for which we never 
could have been saved!
